Dalton, a member of the 
county’s finance committee, 
has said that his fellow board 
members must act now to 
deal with the financial 
crunch, County auditor 
Arthur “Pete” Fields has 
told the board that it must 
cut 1983 budget expenditurs 
by $1.5 million to avoid 
operating at a deficit. 

“Six weeks can go like 30 
minutes,”” Dalton said. “We 
have a lot of decisions to 
make, a lot of studying to do 
and a short deadline to get 
the answers.”

In March, the county 
board voted to put proposals 
on the .November ballot 
calling for special taxes for 
both the nursing and 
sheltered care homes. 
Expenditures for the homes 
make up close to $1.7 million 
of the $12 million general 
fund budget in 1982. 

Dalton has stated before 
that he sees nothing sacred 
about the county operating a 
nursing home. 

He also has made clear his 
opinions on using federal 
revenue sharing money on 
capital improvements and 
not on operating expenses.

Although petitions 
being circulated by the 
Concerned Citizens of 
Madison have been on the 
streets for only a few 
days, a spokesman said 
the group already has 
collected nearly 3,000 
signatures opposing any 
further increase in rates 
by IHinois Power. 

‘The utility company is 
asking for rate hikes of 
19.9 percent for elec- 
tricity and 9.7 percent for 
natural gas. 

Petitions are available 
in Madison at several 
businesses and 65 
members of the Con- 
cerned Citizens are ac- 
tively collecting 
signatures door-to-door. 

Co-chairmen for the 
Madison drive are 
William “Bill” Steiner 
and Al Endicott. Tom 
Voloski is the president of 
the Concerned Citizens of 
Madison. 

Steiner intends to 
personally carry the 
petitions to the hearing of 
the Illinois Commerce 
Commisson (ICC), the 
decision-maker on the 
rate hikes. The hearing is 
seheduled for 10 a.m. 
April 16 at the Leland 
Building, 527 E. Capitol, 
Springfield. 

A Madison resident 
noted Friday that the rate 
increases would mean 
even higher costs to the 
Madison-Venice «area 
than to other com- 
munities, since Venice 
has a three percent utility 
tax and Madison has a 
five percent utility tax. 

At the Tuesday evening 
Madison City Council 
meeting, it was suggested 
that local legislators be 
contacted by citizens to 
urge passage of a bill that 
would make the ICC 
become an elective body, 
rather than one appointed 
by the governor, as it is 
presently.

The proposed 19.9 
percent electric increase 
would bring in an ad- 
ditional $141.1 million to 
the power company, and 
the 9.7 percent gas rate 
hiké would provide $50.5 
million annually. 

Illinois Power. Co. was 
given a rate increase of 
$104 million in July and 
$16.9 million increase of 
gas rates in 1979. 

Illinois Power contends 
that the rate hike request 
was filed only after the 
company implemented an 
intensive cost-cutting 
program that the com- 
pany claims reduced the 
need for revenue during 
the next two years by $50 
million.

The 
owners just signed a $2 billion contract 
with the networks for the coming 
season. We think the players should get 
a bigger piece of the pig," he said. 
_“The average salary of & professional 
football player is approximately 
$73,000. That might sound like a lot, but 
the average player in the NFL plays 
only about four to five years. When you 
stop to consider it, that’s considerably 
less than, say a baseball player who 
may play for 15 or 20 years.” 

Cryder said the players will strike 
after the third game of the regular 
season if the club owners do not 
renegotiate the new contract. He an- 
ticipates the main stumbling block in 
nefotiations to be the standardization 
of player’s salaries. 

According to him, the players want a 
minimum salary of $70,000 for each 
first year rookie and a maximum of 


$400,000 for each player of 10 or more- 


years. 

“] don’t think that's too much to ask 
considering the risk of injury a player 
faces when on the field,” Cryder said.

With the national unemployment rate 
passing the nine percent mark, the 
highest unemployment rate since 
World War II, national attention is 
being focused on areas such as Granite 
City, where high urfemployment has 
become a part of life. . 


Unemployment figures for February, 
released by the Illinois Job Service 
Friday, set unemployment at 14.8 
percent in Granite Cily, a slight im 
provement from the 14.9 percent 
unemployment in January.

Students testify on drugs. 


High school students from 
Madison County have begun 
testifying to grand jurors 
about drug abuse, local 
school officials have been 
told. 

State's Attorney Don W. 
Weber says there are plans 
to interview students from 
every high school in the 
county in an effort to locate 
drug pushers. 

He asserts that students 
will be required to name 
their drug sources, or will be 
jailed for refusing to 
cooperate, or will be charged 
with using drugs. 

The state’s attorney 
believes students have no 
right to withhold information 
from a grand jury as long as 
they do not incriminate 
themselves. “We'll ask a 
judge to put them in jail if 
they don’t talk,” Weber is 
being quéted as saying. 

Prosecutors believe that 
publicity about the grand 
jury probe is already having 
a good effect by reducing 
drug activity in schools. 

Some school officials say 
this undoubtedly will be the 
short-term effect, with the 
current level of drug abuse 
decreasing. But they express 
surprise at the public an- 
nouncements, commenting 
that a quieter investigation 
might have had more long- 
term success. 


Questions also are being 
voiced in the county about: 
whether teenagers rather 
than adults should be singled 
out for such testimony, and 
whether individuals’ rights 
are being fully considered. 

Schools were told that six 
students testified Thursday, 
some emerging from the 
grand jury room in tears. 
Their home towns were 
Edwardsville and Granite 
City, it was ‘noted. 

Granite City School Supt. 
Bi J. Davis said today that he 
welcomes efforts to reduce 
drug problems in the local 
community and feels the 
problem is broader than the 
schools, which tend to reflect 
practices and attitudes of 
their community. 3 

He points out that drug 
arrests occur often, with 
parents and police contacted 
immediately. 

Davis is uncertain that the 
type of approach being 
followed by the grand jury 
will permanently cut off 
drug sources or curb drug 
activity after the initial 
investigation ends. 

Weber, in contrast, sees 
the approach as being

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INSURANCE TAX 


Governor's proposal 
comes under fire 


By KEN WATSON 

SPRINGFIELD — In- 
surance is shaping up as a 
big issue in the 1982 legis- 
lative session. - 

Lawmakers will be con- 
sidering a proposal by Gov. 
James Thompson that they 
levy a tax on the premiums 
of all insurance’ policies in 
Hlinois, and also a far- 
reaching revision of the 
way in which workmen's 
compensation insurance is 
sold. 2 3 

Both prdposals are cer- 
tain to be resisted fiercely 
by, the insurance industry, 
a unique .one in linois 
from a ‘legislative-political 
standpoint. Illinois has long 
ranked near the top among 
the states in the size and 
collective wealth of its in- 
surance industry. 
. ‘The-Legislature long ago 
recognized its potential 


power by singling it out as - 


one of the few industries 
expressly forbidden to con- 


, tribute to political cam- 


paigns. The law also makes 
it illegal for any candidate 
to knowingly accept cam- 
paign » contributions from 
an insurance company. It 
also states that “any offi- 
cer ‘aiding or abetting in 
any coritribution made in 
-vidlation of this Section

shall be liable to the com- 
pany for the amount so 
contributed.” 

‘There was some Capitol 
chuckling among those 
aware of the contribution 
prohibition about Thomp- 
Son's singling out of the in- 
surance industry as a new 
source for state revenue. 

An effort was made at 
last year’s legislative ses- 
sion to repeal the ban on 
insurance company contri- 
butions. The repeal bill 
passed the House with two 
votes to spare, but lost in 
the Senate, 18 to 22. There 
is no prohibition against 
campaign contributions by 
insurance executives using 
their own money and mul- 
timillionaire Chicago in- 
surance man W. Clement 
Stone frequently contrib- 
utes immense sums to Re- 
publican candidates. 

‘The insurance industry, 
moreover, is respected at 
the Statehouse for the ef- 
fectiveness of its lobbyists. 
Each session many bills — 
about 140 last year — af- 
fecting the insurance in- 
dustry are introduced in 
the Legislature, and few 
considered unfavorable by 
the insurance companies 


Several insurance organ- 
izations, including the In- 
surance Information Insti- 
tute, have already taken 
aim -at the ‘proposed tax. 
Their. basic argument is 
that it would just be anoth- 
er tax on consumers with 
the insurance companies 
passing it on in the form of 
higher premiums. ,

percent levy on all insur- 
ance policies sold in the 
state and would raise 
about $70 million in new 
revenue. 

At present the tax — en- 
acted in 1853 — is levied 
only on policies sold in Ili- 
nois by out-of-state insur- 
ance companies. So not 
only would the proposed 
tax add to the costs of Illi- 
nois firms, but it would de- 
stroy the competitive ad- 
vantage now enjoyed over 
out-of-state companies. 

‘The current Capitol con- 
sensus is that no tax in- 
crease of any sort can be 
passed this election year. 
Legislators can be expect- 
ed to be wary of offending 
hundreds of thousands of 
policy-holders and poten- 
tial voters who would be 
hit by higher insurance 
premiums. 

The outlook could be 
brighter for another major 
piece of insurance legisla- 
tion. This is legislation to 
scrap the present system 
whereby worker’s compen- 
sation insurance rates in 
Illinois are set by agree- 
ment among the compa- 
nies offering the insurance. 
Proposed legislation would 
require that the rates be 
determined through com- 
petitive bidding. 

‘The Thompson adminis- 
tration has thrown its sup- 
port behind a bill spén- 
sored by Sen. Aldo DeAn- 
gelis, R-Chicago Heights. 
State Insurance Director 
Philip O'Connor, testifying 
at a legislative hearing, 
charged that Illinois busi- 
ness is “trapped in an out- 
moded system of worker's 
compensation ratesetting” 
and urged passage of 
DeAngelis’ bill. 4 

Said O’Connor:” “‘Al- 
though the Insurance De- 
partment must approve 
the price the 250 sellers of 
workmen’s compensation 
have agreed among them- 
selves to charge, the law is 
very restrictive on what 
we can consider, paying 
virtually no attention to 
the huge investment in- 
come stream generated by 
the more than one billion in 
new premiums each year.” 

O'Connor said that Min- 
nesota, Oregon, Michigan, 
Georgia and Arkansas are 
moving toward competi- 
tive pricing of workmen's 
compensation insurance.

Remap causes 
substantial turnover

SPRINGFIELD — It 
will be the House versus 
the Senate in nine districts 
in the fall. 

Of the 23 incumbent 
state representatives run- 
ning for the Senate, all but 
two were successful in the 
primary. 

Of the remaining 21 can- 
didates, nine will challenge 
an incumbent senator; 
seven will have no opposi- 
tion at all; and five will be 
pitted against non-legisla- 
tors, 

Here's the breakdown on 
the presentatives running 
against incumbent sena- 
tors: 

Wayne Alstat of Verg- 
ennes against Ken Buzbee 
of Makanda; 

Phil Bianco versus 
Leroy Lemke, both of Chi- 
cago, 7 

Clarence Darrow of 
Rock Island against Randy 
‘Thomas of East Moline, 

In Oak Park, Redd Grif- 
fin challenging Phil Rock;. 

C. L. McCormick of Vi- 
enna against Gene Johns of 
Marion; 

Ted Meyer versus 
Jeremiah Joyce, both of 
Chicago; 

In Freeport, Harlan Rig-~ 
ney against Jim Getz; 

Celeste Stieh! of Belle- 
ville challenging Kenny 
Hall of East St. Louis, and; 
Greg Zito of Melrose Park 
versus Richard Walsh of 
River Forest. 

The seven representa- 
tives who are assured of 
victory in the fall — at 
least they don’t have oppo- 
sition on the ballot — are: 

David Barkhausen of 
Waukegan, Beverly Fawell 
of Glen Ellyn, George Ray 
Hudson of Hinsdale, Emil 
Jones, Margaret Smith and 
Ted Lechowicz, all of Chi- 
cago, and Virginia Mac- 
Donald of Arlington 
Heights. 

(The party central com- 
mitteeg can slate candi- 
dates for the legislature 
after the State Board of 
Elections certifies the pri- 
mary results and prior to 
Sept. 1.) 

One representative, 
Craig Findley of Virginia, 
faces a former representa- 
tive, Dick Luft of Pekin. 
Four others — Betty 
Hoxey of Ottawa, Richard 
Kelly of Hazel Crest, Bob 
Kustra of Glenview and 
Frank Watson of Green- 
ville — are opposed by 
non-legislators. 

All totaled, 24 candidates 
for the Senate have no op- 
position in the general 
election. However, in sev- 
eral cases the nominee had 
to win a tough primary 
contest before getting the 
free pass for the fall. Of the 
24, 13 are Republicans and 
11 are Democrats. 

In the primary, 18 
lawmakers seeking elec- 
tion to either the House or 
Senate were defeated. 

Of the four incumbent 
senators who faced opposi- 
tion from a representative 
in the primary, two won 
and two lost. 

The two senators defeat- 

. ed by representatives in 
the primary were John 
Nimrod, who fell to Kustra, 
and James McClendon, 
who was beaten by Smith. 

The exodus from the 
House to the Senate was 
caused, of course, by the 
legislative cutback aend- 


ment. Since the size of the 
House is being reduced by 
one-third and representa- 
tives are being forced to 
run one-on-one in single 
member districts (as op- 
posed to multi-member 
districts), many figured 
their political future stood 
just as good a chance of 
surviving in the Senate as 
it did in the House. 

A lone senator, Steven 
Nash of Chicago, is switch- 
ing chambers by running 
for the House. 

Representatives are pitt- 
‘ed against, a House col- 
league in 15 districts. 
Here’s the breakdown, be- 
ginning in southern Illinois 
and heading north: 

Glen Bower versus Rich- 
ard Brummer, both of Eff- 
ingham, Steve Miller of 
Catlin against Larry Stuf- 
fle of Charleston; Virgil 
Wikoff of Champaign chal- 
lenging Helen Saterthwaite

Gary Hannig of Mt. Olive; 
Jeff Mays against Mike

In Joliet, Harry

Welch ‘assisted St. Louis 
attorney Forris Biliott in 
defending Goodson. He said 
the conviciton on the child 
exploitation charges will be 
appealed.

More than 2,000 people 
attended the ground- 
breaking ceremony for 
the nation’s memorial to 
its Vietnam veterans in 
Washington, D. C., last 
week. 

Among those turning 
over the shovelfuls of 
earth were 125 Vietnam 
veterans, many 
dignitaries and Jan 
Scruggs, a former U.S. 
infantryman and Purple 
Heart veteran of the 
Vietnam war, who is the 
founder and president of 
the Vietnam Veterans 
Memorial Fund, Inc. 

Construction of the 
monument is being 
financed -with public 
donations through the 
VVMF non-profit 
organization and a fund 
raising drive currently is 
underway. 

The state of Illinois has 
been chosen to spearhead 
the campaign to raise the 
necessary $7 ‘million, 
thereby enabling the 
memorial to 
dedicated, debt free, on 
Nov. 11, 1982. 

Nearly half of the total 
amount has been con- 
tributed thus far, it was 
learned. 

Vernice E. Walter, 2460 
Washington Ave., has 
been appointed VVMF 
coordinator for Madison 
and St. Clair counties and 
presently is contacting 
area organizations, 
business firms and others 
to enlist their support for 
the memorial fund. 

Mrs. Walter said it 
costs $20 to engrave one 
name on the memorial. 

Many people and 
groups already have 
given that amount and 
some have ‘donated more.

Its two polished black 
granite walls. each over 
200 feet long, will descend 
into the earth and will be 
inscribed with the names 
of the 57,592 dead and 
missing Americans who 
served in Vietnam. ..The 


open to all Americans 
over 18 years old, which 
drew 1,421 entries, many 
from Vietnam veterans. 
It was the largest com- 


petition of its type ever 
conducted. 

A panel of widely 
known sculptors, ar- 
chitects and landscape 
architects chose the 
winning design, which 
was submitted by Maya 
Ying Lin, a recent Yale 
University graduate. 

The distinctive style 
drew criticism from some 
veterans, 27 members of 
Congress and the con- 
servative publication, 
National Review. They 
believed it did not 
properly honor the 2.7 
million Americans who 
fought in Vietnam. 


Just last week, Scruggs 
and other backers of the 
original design an- 
nounced, a compromise 
that wili add a flagpole, 
heroic statue and two 
inscriptions to the 
memorial. 

The memorial will be 
an integral part of the 
two-acre site of lush 
green lawns, modest 
landscaping and stately 


trees. 

“It will be a-place for 
contemplation and 
reflection, as well as for 
the tranquility of the 
pleasant, beautiful park,” 
the VVMF directors said. 

‘The significance of the 
memorial’s site was 
noted by Senator Charles 
M. Mathias of Maryland, 
who said: 

4A location on the Mall 
is symbolically ap- 
propriate. We can all 
recall when the Mall was 
the battleground of 
opinion and dissent 
regarding America’s role 
in Vietnam. 

“Its proximity to the 
Lincoln Memorial is also 
fitting, for not since the 
Civil War has this nation 
suffered wounds and 
divisions as grievous as 
those endured, over 
Vietnam." 

The memorial will 
make no __ poHtical 
statement about the 
Vietnam war. Rather, it 
will help reunité~our 
country after the 
divisions caused by the 
war, Scruggs and the 
other sponsors have 
stated. 

“It will provide a 
means for all Americans, 
regardless of their 
feelings about the war, to 
acknowledge the 
sacrifices of those who 
served in it,” Scruggs 
said.
